McGill Dominant at Canadian Finals of Jessup Moot Court Competition 


From 21 to 23 February, the Faculty 


of Law hosted the Canadian Finals of — 


the Philip C. Jessup International 
Law Moot Court Competition. The 
1985 Competition involved teams 
from 18 of Canada’s 22 law schools. 
More than 50 judges from across Can- 
ada representing the judiciary, the 
practising bar, legal academics and 
the Department of External Affairs 
judged the 36 moot exercises. Moots 
were conducted and judged in both of- 
ficial languages reflecting the bilin- 
gual nature of Canadian legal edu- 
cation. 

After two days of intensive 
competition, teams representing the 
University of British Columbia and 
McGill University met in the cham- 
pionship round before a distinguished 
panel composed of: Mr. Justice Jules 
Deschénes of the Quebec Superior 
Court; Mr. Justice William Sinclair of 
the Alberta Court of Queen’s Bench; 
Professor William Graham, University 
of Toronto; Professor Stanislas Slozar, 
Université de Sherbrooke; and Brian 
Dickson, Department of External Af- 
fairs. 


The winner of the championship 
round was the team representing 
McGill University. It was composed of 
Gad Cohen, Alain Coté, Daniel Gogek 
and Julie Latour. The University of 
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British Columbia took second place 
with the University of Toronto placing 
third. In addition to winning the team 
championship, McGill placed first in 
the memorial segment of the 
Competition, with the University of 
Ottawa, Civil Law Section, and the 
University of Calgary taking second 
and third place, respectively. 

In the individual awards category, 
Gad Cohen from McGill University 
was selected as the top oralist in the 
Competition, followed by Stathis Po- 
tamitis and Graham Henderson, both 
of the University of Toronto, in second 
and third place, respectively. 

The organizers of the Competition 
wish to thank all those who served as 
judges and who contributed mon- 
etarily and otherwise to the success of 
this year’s Competition.
